The Congregationai ministers of 
Chicago differ somewhat in their 
opinions of the views held by the 
late Henry Ward Beecher. Ata 
meeting of these clergymen, held 
Tuesday morning, it was proposed 
to send Mrs. Beecher a resolution 
of condulence by telegraph. This 
was opposed by a number of minis- 
ters, their opposition being based 
on the alleged heterodoxy of Beech- 
er’s views regarding future salva- 
tion and punishment. An acrimo- 
nious debate ensued, and finally a 
motion to adopt the resolutions 
unanimously was lost. Great ex- 
citement prevailed, and the utmost 
efforts were made to keep the affair 
from the newspapers. One clergy- 
man contended that if the meeting 
as a body sent resolutions of condo- 
lence to the dying preacher, their 
action might be corstrued into an 
expression of opinion favorable to 
his theological sentiments. This 
was not the only attack made, how- 
ever. One minister arose and said 
that he would not extend sympatby 
to a man who was charzed with 
immorality, and had never cleared 
himself of thecharge. He said that 
. be doubted that Mr. Beeeher had 
establisbed his innocence of the of- 
fense of which he was accused by 
Tilton years ago. 

The whole affair looks as if the 
clergymen who sat in judgment 
upon their brother, then at Death’s 
door, have much to learn of the 
charity preached by St. Paul, and 
that it remains with the press to 
disperse truths calculated to in- 
spire and cultivate the spirit of for- 
giveness that the saint desired to 
see. The following is clipped from 
the San Francisco Lraminer of yes- 
terday: 

No human character is symmetrical 
and perfect. To some are given great 
mental faculties and dwarfed morality. 
To others perfect physical develop- 
ment and mental obtuseness. The 
world has but few examples of per- 
fect men. There are visible indica- 
tiops from which impressions are 
formed. Each human being erects a 
standard of rectitude and judges every- 
one by it. But no one has ever pene- 
trated the inner life of his fellow be- 
ing and traced the mistaken impulses, 
the false theories of life and wrongful 
impressions that have caused him to 
stumble by the way. Mr. Beecher 
had his faults. They were many and 
great ones. But who shall say that he 
could bave been different if he had 
wished it. The ship perfect in all its 
paris, magnificent in pruportions and 
design, will drift upon the breakers 
and the rovks if it be without a rndder 
to guide it. 1t can no more supply the 
missing mechanism of itself than the 


man can acquire the absenwgculty 
which nature has denied.

New York, March 10. 
In spite of the rain, the streets in the 
vicinity of Beecher’s home were 
crowded with people this morniig. At 
8 o’clock a sqad of police took up their 
stations in front ofthe house. A large 


number of floral emblems were re- 
ceived before the private services com- 
menced. The remains were dressed 
in a suitof black broadcloth with frock 
coat buttoned up and right hand across 
the heart. The features were natural 
and there wasasmile upon the face. 
The long-grown hair was brushed 
back over the ears, the same as he 
wore it when alive. Promptly at 9:30 
Rev. Charles H. Hill, of the church of 
the Holy Trinity, entered the house, 
and soon afier entered the front par- 
lor and commenced to read the burial 
service from the ritual of the Episco- 

lehurch. While the services were 
n ed wre inthe bouse,a company 
of the Thirteenth Regiment was drawn 
up in front of the house. Only the 
members of the family and a few inti- 
mate friends were present during the 
services at the house. None of the 
family were dressed in black. 


An American Invention. 
WASHINGTON, March 9. 
The officers of the Ordnance Corps 
are Very much gratified with the per- 
formance of the new eight-inch steel 
rifle, now being tested at Sandy Hook.

A Stranded Steamer. 
NorFro.xk, Va., March 10. 
The steamer, Goldsboro, which ar- 
rived here last evening from Philadel- 
phia, reports passing at 9:30 o’clock 
yesterday morniog, the North German 
Lioyds ship, Rheing, from Bremen 
for Baltimore, ashore off Hog Island. 
She was lying from three to four miles 
from shore, hard aground, with her 
star anchor out. Boats were 
ing between the Rheing and the 
Sid Dominion steamer, Richmond, 
which was rendering the necessary 
assistance to the stranded vessel. The 
wiod was light, east-north-east, but 
freshening, and the weather was get- 
ting thick. The Old Dominion 
steamer, Wyanoak, from New York 
for Norfolk; had not passed in at the 
oy at 3:30 yesterday afternoon, and 
it is snpposed she stopped to assist the 
Richmond in rendering aid to the 
stranded steamer which has a large 
passenger list.

merce between the States.

NEVADA'S NEW LAND AGEAT 
IN WASHINGTON. 


What He Has to Say of Matters of 
Local and General Interest. 
From a personal letter dated 
March 2d, and received yesterday 
from C. 8. Young, our pew Land 
Agent in Washington, are taken 
the following items of interest: 
Arrived here last Sunday night. 
Am bard at work. The Bureau of 
Education, of the Department of 
the Interior, has placed at my dis- 
posal three clerks; some are tend- 


ing outalil over the country circu- 
lars and personal letters booming 
the coming meeting of the National 
Department of Superintendence. 
Flave sent out yesterday and to-day 
500 personal letters, and will con- 
tinue to send out either letters or 
circulars relating tothe meeting 
for several days to come. The pros- 
pect now is that this will be oue of 
the largest meetings ever held by 
this association. 

George T. Gorman telegraphs 
tbat be will come over from Phila- 
delphia on Monday next to turn 
over tbe official papers of the land 
office, and to introduce me to the 
Governmesat officials with whom I 
shall have to do busines-. 

I have seen cousiderable of Sena- 
tors Jones and Stewart. Jones 
takes great interest in legislative 
matters this session. He says this 
Administration is terrinly down on 
Nevada, and that it is a helpless 
task to try to get for our State even 
the least favor. Jones, with his 
family, will return to Nevada 
within a few days after the close of 
the session. Stewart isin the Sen- 
ate every day, getting used to his 
new duties. Both Jones and Stew- 
art are happy over the fact that to- 
day the bill passed, ceding the 
norther pert of Idaho to Washing- 
ton Territory. This, they think, 
insures the annexation of the soutb- 
ern part of Idaho to Nevada. Del- 
egate DuBois also, to-day, said to 
these Senators, in my presence, that 
the action of Cungress in this mat- 
ter virtually -ettles this question of 
anuexation. He does not think 
the people of Southern Idaho will 
any longer continue their opposi- 
tion ty» the project. [Note—This 
bill was pocketed by His Majesty, 
the President.—ED. | 

Woodburn made whe fightin the 
House yesterday to have inserted 
in the appropriation bill the same 
amount as last year for running the 
Carson Mint.
